Student Union is set to undergo an 
evaluation by the USU Board of Trust- 
ees to decide if infrastructure renova- 
tions should be made to the 40-year- 
old building. 

Dave Edwards, USU executive di- 
rector and Associated Students Inc. as- 
sociate executive director, said recent 
piping and drainage issues in the build- 
ing were a result of the-building’s age. 

“There are not really any new 
plumbing problems in the USU,” Ed- 
wards said via email. “However, the 
USU will be celebrating its 40th year 
in operation and, with that milestone, 
comes the recognition that the origi- 
nal infrastructure of the building may

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High gas prices leave 
students fuming 


Professor says gas 
prices may continue 
to rise.

Some Cal State Long Beach stu- 
dents are being forced to re-evaluate 
their spring break plans as well as 
their normal driving habits due to in- 
creased gas prices. 

The United States Energy Infor- 
mation Administration reported 
Monday that the price of a gallon of 
regular unleaded -gas on the West 
Coast was $4.19, up 40 cents from the 
national average. 

This startling reality has forced 
many students to cut back on exces- 
sive driving, ensuring that they go to 
the pump less often. 

Students, like Jakob Brouwer, a 
freshman mechanical engineering 
major, are dreading the day they need 
to fill up. : > 

“T come to school five days a week 
and I drive roughly 125 miles each 
week,” Brouwer said. “It just seems 
like I run out of gas faster now, since 
gas prices have gone up so much.” 

As for spring break plans, Brouwer 
has none. Fates 

“J don’t fill up unless I absolutely 


have to,” Brouwer said. “I don’t plan 
on taking any excessive trips during 
spring break now because of these 
insanely high gas prices.” 

This recent spike in gas prices has 
also affected Kaitlin Patten, a fresh- 
man kinesiology major. 

“TI won’t be doing any excessive 
trips this spring break,” Patten said. 
“T would only plan a vacation if my 
friends pitched in for gas.” 

Darwin Hall, an economics pro- 
fessor, said he believes that gas prices 
will continue to rise, at least for the 
next few months. He cites the threat 
of war between Iran and Israel as one 
reason prices are increasing. 

Hall believes that, if gas prices 
continue to stay high, the overall U.S. 
economy could be adversely impacted. 

Some experts believe that if Iran 
and Israel were to declare war, U.S. 
gas prices could double because al- 
most 20 percent of the world’s oil is 
shipped through the Strait of Hor- 
muz, which is controlled by Iran. 

Another major reason gas prices 
are high is because oil refiners are 
paying more for crude oil, making 
the total cost of refined gas higher. 

World demand for gasoline has 
also increased. The International 
Energy Agency “expects worldwide 
consumption of oil to grow 3.3 per- 
cent, or 800,000 barrels a day this 
year.” 

High gas prices are also affecting 
students who do not even own cars.

Money will be used 
to keep membership 
dues, class fees low.

The Osher Foundation gave a $1 
million endowment to Cal State 
Long Beach’s Osher Life Learning 
Institute (OLLI) last week for the 
second time. 


Barbara White, executive director of 


OLLI at CSULB, hopes that OLLI will 
be able to use the money to expand one 
of its current sites or offér a scholarship 
in the near future, but for now, the plan 
is to meet and sustain budgetary needs. 

“[It] takes a hefty budget to do what 
we want to do,” White said. “The en- 
dowment will help us keep our mem- 
bership dues and class fees low, so stu- 
dents with fixed incomes will be able to 
afford the classes.” 

OLLI currently offers 40-50 courses 
for people who are 50 years of age or 
older. Courses are taught in’ three dif- 
ferent locations: CSULB, Seal Beach 
and Downtown Long Beach. 

No academic prerequisite is required 
for admittance. 

Various courses are offered, in- 
cluding computer and physical activ- 
ity courses, the history of sea warfare, 
memoir writing and folk guitar. 

Many of these courses are taught by

retired CSULB professors and mem- 
bers of OLLI. 

Graduate students occasionally vol- 
unteer their time as well. Last fall, a 
graduate student taught an art history 
class. 

Art graduate student Joan Mace 
organized the class and invited guest 
speakers, according to Cindy Smith, 
who oversees production of OLLI’s 
newsletter. 

Current students have expressed in- 
terest in potentially teaching courses 
for OLLI in the future, such as sopho- 
more biology major Kyle Nguyen, who 
enjoys working on and looking up cars 
in his spare time: 

“T never even knew something like 
[OLLI] existed,” Nguyen said. “I think 
it’s pretty cool that we have classes like 
that. It feels very genuine. I could see 
myself doing that someday. Maybe I’d 
learn something new about cars too.”. 

Some students said they would rel- 
ish the opportunity of working with the 
elderly. 

_“T love talking to elderly people,” 
junior art major Amy Scott said. 
“They’ve experienced so much in their 


lives, and I personally love the fash- . 


ion from their time. I’d definitely want 
to teach a course about [the history of 
fashion] and talk with them about what 
they wore in their younger years.” 
OLLI’s winter session will conclude 


. next week, but a spring session will be 


open for registration in early April. 

Students who are interested if vol- 
unteering for OLLI may sign up to be 
a volunteer instructor at OLLI’s web- 
site.

case since the glue caused about $500 
of damage.

The letters “MHB” were found 
painted on part of a wall and door of the 
Education 1 building on Feb. 23, Brown 
said. 

Campus police have no clués as to 
what the letters may stand for. The 
damage costs include labor costs to re- 
move the vandalism, though the total is 
unknown, Brown said.

Obama says deal with Iran 
could indicate military action 


WASHINGTON (MCT) — Say- 
ing new negotiations with Iran will 
provide “a pretty good sense fairly 
quickly” if a diplomatic solution can 
prevent war, President Barack Obama 
challenged Iran to end the mounting 
crisis with the West over its disputed 
nuclear program. 

Obama spoke shortly after the Unit- 
ed States, China, Russia and key Euro- 
pean allies said they were prepared to 
accept an offer in a letter from a senior 
Iranian official expressing Iran’s read- 
iness to reopen negotiations that broke 
down in January. 2011. 

Obama on Tuesday also sharply 
chastised his Republican rivals and 
others who he said are “popping off” 
with “a lot of bluster and a lot of big 
talk” about launching a military attack 
on Iran’s nuclear facilities. 

“Those who are suggesting or pro- 
posing or beating the drums of war 
should explain clearly to the American 
people what they think the costs and 
benefits would be,” Obama said at his 
first news conference since launching 
his re-election campaign last fall. “I 
am not one of those people.” 

The resumption of talks, which 
were announced in London, gives 


Iran an opportunity to emerge ‘from 


deepening isolation and economic 
upheaval, and will serve as a test of 
Obama’s contention that a strategy of 
ever-tightening economic sanctions 
and diplomatic overtures can produce 
a peaceful solution. 

The European Union’s foreign min- 
ister, Catherine Ashton, wrote in a let- 
ter to Saeed Jalili, secretary of Iran’s 
Supreme National Security Council, 
that a date and venue for the talks 
should be decided “as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

Iran on Tuesday said it would grant 
inspectors from the U.N.’s Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency long- 
sought permission to visit its Parchin 
compound, which it has described as 
a military base, not a nuclear facility. 

Iran insists it wants to produce nu- 
clear energy only for civilian purpos- 
es, but Western governments worry 
that the Islamic Republic is enriching 
uranium to develop nuclear weapons. 

The U.S. and European Union have 
imposed crippling sanctions on Iran’s 
oil exports, banking sector and other 
parts of its economy, and more pun- 
ishments will take effect in coming 
months.

It is already difficult to graduate 
from college these days due to budget 
cuts making it tough to get required 
classes. But, unprepared students

more expensive—on themselves to 
graduate within a reasonable time. 

' More and more students getting 
accepted into Cal State Long Beach 
are unprepared for college courses. 
This forces our university to spend 
more money on remedial classes for 
unprepared students. This is making 
our budget even tighter. 

According to the Press-Telegram, 
90 percent of freshmen at Long Beach 
Community College need to take reme- 
dial classes. There is still no definitive 
answer as to why high school students 
are not graduating preparéd but budget 
cuts and increased classes size in 
high schools could be a source to the 
problem. 

Still, many of these unprepared 
students are getting into universities. 
This is due to programs like Long 
Beach College Promise, which allows 
students graduating from local high 
schools who have met the minimum re- 
quirements to gain entry into CSULB. 
Cal State Fullerton and other CSU’s 
and UC’s have similar programs. 

While promising local students 
admission into local universities is a 
fair decision, there should be tighter 
minimum requirements for students in 
this program. It would not hurt unpre- 
pared students to take classes at LBCC 
before enrolling at ESULB. It would 


keep costs down on remedial courses. There are so many other 

things that our school needs to work into our budget. Itis unfair 
to the majority of CSULB students who are prepared for college 
courses to have their money go towards re-educating others who 


could get the same classes at community college. 


Also, it would save unprepared students from paying over $3,000 
in fees each semester for classes that can be taken for $36 per-unit 


at a community college. 


Doing this will definitely create an influx of students for com-

munity colleges. Community colleges like LBCC would make 
more money off of students, however they would have to hire more 
faculty members and make sure there is enough space for classes to 
be held. However, most universities and local community colleges

Of the 
students who have been promised admission into CSULB, the 
bottom 10 percent will have to go to LBCC to take their remedial 
classes before getting into CSULB.

Freedom of speech does not cover kill-for-hire web sites 


Apparently, convenience and efficiency are 
not only guaranteed when engaging in a business - 
deal regarding legal products and services; a 
web site titled HitmanForHire.net assured these 
qualities as well. And although many onlook- 
ers — including the web site designer who thought 
it was simply a gag - deemed this web site less 
than noteworthy, this site was fully committed to 
murder. : 

We all know the potential dangers of the inter- 
net and to steer clear of strangers, but are we truly 
prepared for all the consequences that can result 
in using the web freely? Most of us use the First 
Amendment for good. 

However, there are too many examples of 
utilizing one’s freedoms for evil, such as hate 
groups, child pornography, or even a hit-man web 
site. 

When a frightened victim described a $37,000 
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hit established through HitmanForHire.net, FBI 
agent Ingerd Sotelo was eager to listen. 

Anne Lauren Royston was approached at her 
place of work in Woodland Hills by a mysterious 
man clad in black and a woman he described as 
his wife. The man was bearing a folder full of 
pictures taken of Royston during various times in 
her day, along with an email 
stating, “I want her done by 
a shot to the head.” 

The man then proposed 
that if Royston could pay 
the contract before three days had passed, she 
could have her life. The man also revealed that 
the hit came from an ex-girlfriend of Royston’s 
current significant other. 

The man was identified as Essam Ahmed Eid, 
a 51-year-old poker dealer at the Bellagio in Las 
Vegas. Shortly after the investigation began, 
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Eid and the woman identified as his wife, Teresa 
Engle, had seemingly disappeared, although 
demands for the owed money continued between 
Eid and Royston. 

Interestingly enough, a similar situation 
was unraveling in Ireland, also involving Eid. 
Not only were the computers of a man named 
P.J. Howard stolen, 
but both of Howard’s 
sons brought it to their 
father’s attention that 
someone wanted the 


three of them dead. For 100,000 euros, the con- 


tractor would allow them to live. 

Eid was arrested in Ireland, following the 
threats. After Agent Sotelo was alerted of his 
arrest, federal officials raided Eid’s home, finding 
a multitude of hit requests and even individuals 
desiring to assist in murders. 
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However, despite the active communication 
on this hit-man web site, Eid was clearly not a 
professional. There were previous searches on 
his computer linking to instructions for making 
silencers from toilet parts and umbrella guns. 

After a trial that took nearly two months, Eid 
was charged with extortion and burglary and 
sentenced to six years in prison. In my opinion, 
he got lucky. : 

Where do we draw the line that says, “That’s 
enough. You can’t do that,” without diminishing 
our independence and liberties? That answer still 
needs a lot of work, but what we can do currently 
is take extreme and careful responsibility for 
ourselves. We must honor using freedoms for 
the well-being of our society and lives, and thus 
diminish the detriment of abusing our rights.

Giving driver’s licenses to illegal immigrants is a bad idea 


Illegal immigration is a problem. Since the 
federal government isn’t effectively dealing with 
it, states and localities have tried to confront it. 
Some states, such as New Mexico, have tried 
to attack it by giving driver’s licenses to illegal 
immigrants. Recently, Los Angeles Police Chief 
Charlie Beck announced that he thinks California 
should follow suit. While it seems reasonable, if 
California were to grant driver’s licenses to il- 
legal immigrants it would only hurt the state. 

Beck has offered a variéty of réasons for in- 
stituting this plan. According to the Los Angeles 
Times, Beck thinks granting licenses to the un- 
documented would make the roads safer and cops 
could more easily identify illegal immigrants. 
Moreover, the Times reports that Beck thinks hit- 
and-run accidents would decrease because illegal 
immigrants wouldn’t be worried about being 
busted at the scene for not having licenses. Yet 
Beck does recognize that politicians in Sacra- 
mento would have to ensure that giving undocu- 
mented immigrants licenses wouldn’t “make it 


easier for terrorists to go undetected.” 

Giving licenses to illegal immigrants would 
not effectively prevent hit-and-runs. While the 
undocumented wouldn’t have to worry about 
being caught without licenses, they would still 
worry about being caught without insurance. Car 
insurance is mandatory in California, and those 
caught without it face stiff penalties. Being that 
most illegal immigrants 
have scarce resources, 
even if they were granted 
driver’s licenses, it’s un- 
likely they would have car 
insurance, which they probably couldn’t afford. 

Moreover, those in support of the licenses as- 
sert that because illegal immigrants would have 
to take driver’s tests, roads would be safer and 
cops could more easily find illegal immigrants. 
It’s probably true that having them take driving 
tests would make the roads somewhat safer, but 
it’s unlikely that they would stop driving even if 
they failed the driver’s test.

Also, many illegal immigrants already tend to 
drive safely due to their fear of being caught, so 
any effects on safety would be marginal. In terms 
of police identifying illegal immigrants, while 
driver’s licenses would make it easier for cops to 
identify them, the effect on a community would 
be marginal at best. 

Many undocumented immigrants in the state 
know from experience that 
local cops generally aren’t 
intent on deporting them, 
so in cases of crimes they 
are more likely to cooper- 
ate. If they are the perpetrator of the.crime, of 
course they aren’t going to cooperate, but then, 
what self-interested criminal does cooperate with 
the police when they’ve committed a crime? 

In addition, giving driver’s licenses to illegal 
immigrants might encourage them to flock to 
California. New Mexico has seen immigrants 
pour into the state since they started the practice 
in 2003, and The Associated Press has reported 


numerous cases of fraud. 

With California in financial distress and its 
resources sapped, the last thing the state needs is 
more people, let alone people without documenta- 
tion. : 

Not to mention, if California does this, it might 
face serious issues with the federal government 
because of federal regulations imposed by the 
REAL ID Act. One of the Act’s requirements 
regarding state identification is that states must 
have “proof of identity and lawful status of an 
applicant.” : : 

If states don’t fulfill all of these requirements 
by the 2013 deadline, then federal agencies such 
as the TSA won’t be able to accept identification 
from these states. So if California started issuing 
licenses to illegal immigrants, Californians would 
have a tough time boarding airplanes. 

All of these factors render the potential pro- 
gram nonviable for California.

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Artist presents cultural history through art 


Bing shows his 
Chinese history 
through photographs.

Bing, a Cal State Long Beach de- 
signer and photographer put his graph- 
ic art Collection on display to both en- 
tertain and educate his audience about 
the history of China. 

“Shape.of China,” is a graphic art 
collection on display at the Maxine 
Merlino Gallery. 

“I did a lot more research than in 
any other project before,” said Bing, a 
sophomore MFA graphic-design stu- 
dent. “I normally just do-photography 


but with [this collection] my intention , 


was to inform.” 

The photographs feature a female 
model dressed in the clothing of differ- 
ent time periods. The photographs span 
from 2070 B.C. to A.D. 1912. : 

The collection feature$ an ink-drop 
water technique where the artist puts 
a drop of ink into water and as the 
ink spreads, he photographs it. Bing 
continued to drop ink until he could 
illustrate his various time periods in 
China. : 

Each photo combined the model, the 


drop-ink collage and a small informa- 


tional section that informs the audience 
of a few highlights of the dynasty, in- 
cluding the name, the peek of rule and, 
of course, the downfall. 

“Twas surprised to see that all the 
pictures were feminine, even though 
some were holding swords and weap- 
ons,” said Carol Herzlinger, a docent at 
the University Art Museum. “It’s inter- 
esting to know what goes on behind the 
artist’s inspiration.” 

The ninth piece is a video slideshow 
of the photos that come together one at 
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Bing’s graphic collection features female models wearing the clothes of different time periods. 


a time. It begins with the model, then 
the ink spreads and the information box 
and a picture of the current landscape 
of China come up. 

The video also displays a dot pattern 
of the Chinese dynasty before the ink 
begins to spread through it, highlight- 
ing the main cities and large towns of 
the era. ¥ 

-The photographs show different 
actions and emotions through the po- 
sitioning of the models. The graph- 
ics involved in the pictures add ships, 
weapons and other important artifacts 
of the era. 

“This is what grad school is about; 


it’s exciting moving beyond what you 
have done all through undergrad,” said 
Jennie Cotterill, CSULB alumna. “It’s 
gorgeous, and very well installed.” 

The installation features an informa- 
tional environment in which the audi- 
ence was exposed to a different view 
of Chinese history. The pieces took the 
artist only one week to create but took 
a lot more time on research prior to the 
making. 

“IT want the audience to walk away 
with a better knowledge of the history 
of China,” Bing said. ”People like it 
and hopefully experience history in a 
different way.” 


Bing, who normally stays within the 
realm of photography, decided to ex- 
pand in this exhibit and give his audi- 
ence a. little more to think about than 
just how good the photograph is. 

He hopes to inspire people to learn 
more about their own native lands as he 
did and uncover the many things his- 
tory has to offer. 

“Shape of China” will be on display 
in the Merlino Gallery until March 8 at 
5 p.m. 

The student art galleries are open 
Sundays from 5 — 7 p.m.; Mondays 
through Thursdays from noon to 5 p.m.; 
and Wednesdays from noon to 7 p.m.

Classical composers. 
featured in string concert 


The Music Guild and 
Borromeo String 
Quartet performed a 
variety of dramatic 
pieces Monday night.

Classical composers Johann Se- 
bastian Bach, Felix Mendelssohn, and 
Ludwig van Beethoven were showcased 
at Daniel Recital Hall on Monday eve- 
ning. The Music Guild and the, Borro- 
meo String Quartet played:-three classi- 
cal pieces by the composers. 

Nicholas Kitchen, violin; Kristopher 
Tong, violin; Mai Motobuchi, viola; 
and Yeesun Kim, cello, combined their 
talents to perform in the Borromeo 
Quartet. 

The first and shortest piece, titled 
“BWV 552, ‘St. Anne,” was composed 
by Bach and arranged by Kitchen. The 
piece was timed perfectly, which helped 
the small solos, and set off the rounds of 
the simple tune. The tone of this piece 
was delightful with beautiful harmo- 
nies that filled the Daniel Recital Hall. 

The next was the piece titled “Op.44, 
No.2,” composéd by Mendelssohn. It 
dramatically differed from the first 


piece, and was the most interesting of 
the night. It contained four movements 
that varied in tempo, and ranged from 
feelings of tranquility to urgency. As 
the’ music progressed, so did the tem- 
po. The piece started with a slow and 
somber tempo, which then escalated to 
a fast tempo that conveyed drama un- 
folding. 

The dramatic moments were per- 
fectly expressed through the musi- 
cian’s movements, and their passion. 
Each player was extremely animated 
with emotions of pain, hate and anger 
intensely running across their faces. 
When they played, it looked like the 
music was coming out of every bone in 
their bodies as they swayed and moved 
with each note played. 

The third movement in this piece 
ended with a soothing tune. The instru- 
ments worked together to create a uni- 
fied sound, and it contained some lin- 
gering violin notes that stood alone for 
short periods of time, creating a haunt- 
ing, yet beautiful sound. 

The last movement of the piece con- 
tained a section where it seemed as if 
the instruments were communicating 
using the call-and-response technique 
between the viola and the violins. 

The finale was “Op.132,” composed 
by Beethoven. This was one of the most 
moving pieces of the night. It contained 
five separate movements that told a 
story of moving through pain and sick- 
ness and finding joy again. According 
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Kristopher Tong, one of the Borromeo String Quartet, moves and flows with the rest of his group ina 
flawless performance last Monday. 


to the program, this piece was written 
at a time when Beethoven was very 
sick, and the movements conveyed his 
recovery. 

The first and second movements 
made transitions from a slow tempo, and 
eventually escalated to a faster pace. 

The third movement in the piece, 
titled “Heiliger Dankgesang eines Gen- 
esenen an die Gottheit, in der lydischen 
tonart: Molto adagio; Neue Kraft fiih- 


lend: Andante,” was the most beauti- 
ful of the night. This movement was 
completely soft and tranquil with soft 
crescendos that build up to a euphoric 
climax. Then, it almost immediately : 
turned to the soft and slow music. This 
movement required precision, and each 
musician played it with looks of intense 
concentration. 

The final two movements sounded 
triumphant and had a sense of happi- 


ness. According to the program, these 
movements translate the “feeling of 
new strength,’ and the performance 
conveyed that perfectly. 

During the last piece, members of 
the audience moved to the music. They 
swayed with the musicians, and mim- 
icked their movements. In the end, the 
crowd gave a standing ovation in re- 
spect for the beautiful music played by 
the talented musicians. 
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49ers dominate Big West awards 


Four LBSU seniors 
and head coach Dan 
Monson all received 
conference accolades.

The Big West Conference announced 
its regular season award winners on 
Monday, and they were littered with 
Long Beach State 49ers. 

Senior guard Casper Ware took home 
his second straight Big West Player of 
the Year award after averaging 16.9 
points and 3.2 assists per game. Ware 
led the ‘Niners to a 22-8 overall record, 
including a 15-1 conference mark. 

__ Ware was also selected to the All-Big 
West First Team for the second time in 
his career. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
that Ware was the most deserving play- 
er of the award. 

“If there is one individual player 
who deserves it [Big West Player of the 
Year], it’s Casper Ware,” he said. “He’s 
the reason why we went 15-1 [in confer- 
ence].” 

Senior guard Larry Anderson was 
named to the All-Big West First Team 
for the third time in his career. Ander- 
son was also named Defensive Player of 
the -Year in the conference.

“Larry [Anderson] worked 
hard on his defense this sea- 
son.

Anderson averaged 14 
points, 5 rebounds, 3.1 assists, 
and 1.9 steals per game this 
season. 

Senior forward T.J. Robin- 
son was also named to the All- 
Big West First Team for the 
second time in his career after 
putting up 12.3 points and 10.3 
boards per contest. 

Senior forward Eugene 
Phelps was an All-Big West 
Second Team honoree. Phelps 
averaged 9.6 points and 5.7 re- 
bounds per game. 

Junior wing James Ennis 
earned an Honorable Mention 
nomination after averaging 9.6 
points and 3.7 boards in his 
first season at LBSU. : 

Monson repeated as Big West Coach 
of the Year, guiding the 49ers to the 
regular season conference champion- 
ship. 

“The individual stuff comes from 
winning,” he said. “I feel like my first 
year here when we won six games was 
my best. [Winning] is easier when you 
have talent.”

LBSU will be missing a big piece 
of their team, however, as senior 
guard Larry Anderson is unlikely to 
play after suffering a sprained MCL 
in his right knee against Fullerton 
last Saturday. 

According to Monson, fresh- 
man guard Mike Caffey will most 
likely be Anderson’s replacement - 
in the starting lineup on Thursday 
because the Aggies are a more pe- - 
rimeter oriented team. 

The Aggies come into the Big 
West tournament with a 5-25 overall 
record, including just 3-13 in con- 
ference play. 

Ryan Sypkens leads the Aggies 
attack, averaging 14.5 points and 
five rebounds per game. Sypkens 
averages 9.3 3-point attempts per 
contest, making 37.8 percent from 
behind the arc. 

Sophomore Josh Ritchart is also a 
player to watch. The 6-foot-9 guard/ 
forward hybrid averages 11.7 points 
and 5.2 rebounds per game. Ritchart 
is coming off a 20-point, eight-re- 
bound performance in an upset win ° 
over CSUF back on Feb: 25.
